Congress Called Upon to 
Curb Profiteering in 

Resolution Passed by 
- Convention of American 
Federation. 


APPROVAL IS GIVEN 
TO “IRISH REPUBLIC” 


War Declared on Kansas 
Court of Industrial Rela- 
tions and Other Anti- 
Strike Legislation—De- 
bate on Control of Rail- 
roads. 


Montreal, June 16.—Organized la- 
bor in the convention of the Amer- 
fcan Federation of Labor here to- 
Gay called upon congress to curb 
profiteering, indorsed President 
Samuel Gompers’ non-partisan po- 
litical program, approved the “Irish 
republic” and requested withdrawal 
of armed forces from Ireland. 

The federation declared war on 
the Kansas court of infustrail rela- 
tions and anti-strike legislation now 
before the legislatures in Colorado 
and Nebraska. | 

The recent Tallroad strike was 
condemned by the federation as a 
“seceesionist movement” to discred- 
it the recognized organizations in 
the railway service. Any union giv- 
ing moral or financial aid to such 
walkouis was threatened with revo- 
eation of chartcr. 

Congress was aiso urged by a 
vote of the convention to enact leg- 
isiation for the absolute exclusion 
of Japanese ani other Asiatic emi- 
gtants and “p'‘cture brides.” 

A declaration was adopted to the 
effect that the federation “had nev- 
er countenancel discrimination Dbec- 
cause of race, creed or color.” 


New Steel Campaign. 

The federation instructed the ex- 
ecutive council to call a confer- 
ence of all the “interested interna- 
tional unions” and immediately 
etart a new organizing campaign 
in the steel -industry. 

The work of the national steel 
workers was approved. 

The cloth hat and cap makers’ 
{nternational union was ordered to 
stage jurisdiction over the 
' etraw hat workers by 1921, or for- 
‘fe! their charter. The jewelry 
v oFkers also were ordered to give

ishers within ninety days or have 
their charter revoked. 

The question whether American 
Federation of Labor should indorse 
“government ownership” or “gOov- 
ernmicnt control” of the railroads, 
provided spirited debate at the close 
of the day's scssion. Final action 
will be taken tomorrow. 

Fight on Roeilroads. 

The administrative forces of the 
federation, backing the report of the 
resolutions committee for the ap- 
proval of “government control” op- 
posed the raiiraod employees’ or- 
ganizations and their supporters in 
urging indorsement of “government 
ownership with democratic opera- 
tion of the railroads.” 

John Frey, chairman of the resolu- 
gions committee, led the opposition 
to government ownership. He as- 
gerted it was “not a sound trade 
wnion doctrine that we should turn 
over to the state, power over our 
economic movement.” He declared 
the government never kept its prom- 
fses, adding that labor had been 
made “the (first victims” of the 
Sherman and Lever acts, although 
it had “been promised that these 
Jaws would not be used against 
them. 

6 EB. Hebberlig, of the switch- 
men’s union, pleaded for govern- 
ment ownership and democratic con- 
trol and operation. 

When the hour for adjournment 

arrived the indications were that 
the railioad employees unions would 
Shave the support of the United Mine 
Workers and the metal trades or- 
ganizations. 
& President Gompers, it was under- 
atood tonight, would take the floor 
if necessary to back up the conf- 
mittee’s recommendation. 

The federation reaffirmed its 
stand for recognition of the Irish re- 
public amid a great demonstration, 
at its convention se ae today. Res- 
lutions adopted ged that the 
“military forces of occupation be 
withdrawn” and that the Irish ped- 
ple be accorded the “right of seif- 
determination.” 

Congress was callled upon by the 
federation to provide “liberal appro- 
priations for the study of social and 
industrial problems and technical 
research in all branches of sciences, 
touching the welfare of the nation’s 
people. Declaring that the cost of 
living “must go no higher,” the fed- 
eration demanded that legislation b2 
enacted at ence to curb profiteering. 

Congress and Profiteering. 

The convention expressed “regret 
t congress had failed to enact a 
le constructive measure that 

would aid in' checking profiteering.” 

It instructed the executive councl! 
to press labor's “specific proposals 
constituting a program of remedy” 
for Peducing living costs. 

The federation reaffirmed its dec- 
laration of principles laid down in 
1918 to the effect that ‘those con- 
tributing to production should have 
apart inits control.” It. then went 
on record in favor “of setting up of 
conference boards of organized 
workers and employers, thoroughly 
voluntary in character and in thor- 
ough accord ‘with our trade union 
organ eans of promot-

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OSTAL SLEUTHS 


Confident of Solution to 
Hold-Up Mystery—$61,- 
000 in Liberty Bonds Se- 
cured by Bandit. 


Postoffice inspectors were confl- 
dent Wednesday night that the mys- 
tery of the hold-up of a postoffice 
truck containing thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of registered packages 
will shortly be solved. Although 
only a vague, indefinite, descrip- 
tion of the highwayman is obtain- 
able, C. Riddiford, postoffice in- 
spector, in charge of the Atlanta di- 
vision, stated that it is believed 
that a solution is forthcoming 
shortly. 

It was learned Wednesday that 
$61,000 in Liberty bonds.from the 
Federal Reserve bank were included 
in the haul Tuesdgy night, when an 
unknown man captured a postoffice 
truck on its way from the post- 
office to the Terminal station, and 
rifled the mails after gagging and 
binding J. E. Craig, the negro chauf- 
feur, and John T. Widener, who was 
guarding the truckjs freight of reg- 
istered mail. 

The truck left the postoffice at 
9:10 o'clock. Widener and Craig 
told authorities that at 9:15 o’clock 
a man boarded the running board 
at the corner of Forsyth and Hun- 
ter streets, and they were compelled 
at the point of a gun to drive to the 
Mayson and Turner road, about 
three miles from Atlanta. 

According to Widener and Craig, 
upon reaching the country road, 
they were bound and gagged and 
the highwayman left them by the 
roadside while he rifled the mail. 
He then made'‘his getaway in the 
darkness, they say. 

Search for Truck. 

Postoffice officials instituted a 
search for the truck upon its fail- 
ure to arrive at the Terminal station 
on time, and as soon as the hold-up 
was reported Superintendent of 
Mails Frank B. Ellis and postoffice 
inspectors went to the point where 
the truck Had been rifled and an wn- 
successful attempt was made to 
trace the robber with bloodhounds.

Pretty Girl of 25 
Called on Elwell 


On Day of Murder 


Housekeeper Breaks 
Down and Admits Car- 


‘ying From House Fem- 
inine Apparel.

New York, June 16.—The Elwell 
murder mystery approached a solu- 
tion tonight when Mrs. Marie Lar- 
sen, housekeeper for the murdered 
bridge whist king, was reported to 
have broken down, making f!lum- 
inative admissions to John T. Dool- 
ing, assistant district attorney. 

Mrs. Larsen, it was said, admitted 
that a very pretty girl of about 25 
had been calling on Elwell for some 
time prior to his death and that 
this woman called there on the day 
of the murder, while police were 
Swarming through the bridge whist 
mansion. She is sai@ to have ad- 
mitted also that she bundled up and 
spirited out of the house a number 
of articles of . feminine apparel 
which the girl had left in Elwell’s 
quarters, in order that the police 
might not find them. 

Reporters were present at the 
beginning of Mrs. Larsen’s revised 
Statement in Dooling’s office in the 
Garkened criminal courts building, 
hard by the famous Tombs. But as 
the woman warmed up to her story, 
apparently relieved to break the 
seal on her lips, the newspaper men 
were asked to withdraw beyond 
earshot. It was later reported that 
she had spoken more and more free- 
ly as the evening wore on. 

When Dooling had obtained all 
the information he wanted from 
her, Mrs. Larsen was escorted by a 
pcliceman back to the bridge whist 
mansion. Detectives expected that 
more finds of feminine apparel 
would be made. 

Identity Not Established. 

The identity of the woman has 
not yet been established, it was un- 
derstood, but should she prove to 
be a woman who has already fig- 
ured in the case, as it was intimat- 
ed she may, there would probably 
be an arrest by Thursday. 

Mrs. Larsen is a blonde with 
curly hair and a slightly lien ac- 
cent. Her reason for withholding 
information has not been estab- 
lished but is attributed to fidelity 
to Elwell and possibly to some oth- 
er motive that has not yet become” 
apparent.

Man Bearded Car. 

“As we turned into West Hunter 
street from Forsyth street a man 
jumped on the running board. He 
said, ‘I’m an officer and here’s my 
credentials.. He pointed two guns. 
at us, got in between us, jabbing 
into he ribs of Craig, the negro 
driver. 

“He made us turn up Madison 
avenue. After we had gone/ about 
a mile he made me lie on my face 
under the steering wheel while he 
tied Craig’s hands. He then tied 
my hands behind my back, untied 
Craig and made him drive out past 
West View on the Adamsville road. 
He made him turn into a field road, 
and go for about a hundred yafds. 
He then tied Craig again and gag- 
ged him. Instead of gagging me 
he forced me to tell him about the 
registered mail. 

“He then went through-the regis- 
tered pouch, opening the letters and 
took what he wanted. He dragged 
us about a hundred yards and said 
he was going back to the first-class 
ma 

“In some way Craig got hold of 
his knife and we got loose. I.hur- 
ried to a nearby house, and a man 
accompanied me back to the truck. 
The man and I started reloading 
the truck, while Craig caught a 
passing autumobilé back to town. 
The esuthorities went to the scene 
with bloodhounds.” 

“Ine tieing us the robber used 
rope he had in his pocket. It took 
him about an hour to go through the 
registered mail. . 

“He was about five feet,.11 inches 
tall, weighed about 150 peunds, had 
a light, sandy mustache, wore a 
dark suit, a round-top black hat and 
a yellow four-in-hand tie. He was 
middle-aged.”

This matter is to be settled by the 
simple expedient of having the taxi 
driveftry to‘ pick Figueoa out of a 
crowd. The taxi man-said he car- 
ried two men and a woman from 
Broadway to Fifth avenue in the 
“sixties,” where one man and the 
woman got out, and then carried the 
other man back to the Ritz. Figug- 
ora lives at the Ritz, and the Fifth 
avenue location is in the neighbor- 
hood of the Lewisohn hme.

Mrs. Larsen had previously stated 
that although she knew Elwell en- 
tertained feminine guests in the 
mansion, she never caught 80 much 
as a glimpse of one. Only a short 
time before the murder, she said, 
Elwell had a woman to lunch with 
him in his home, but Mrs. Larsen 
declared that Elwell not only an- 
swered the door bell admitting the 
guest, but also served the meal—at 
least, Mrs. Larsen herself had *no 

nd in receiving or waiting upon 
her.

Escaped Soldiers 
Are Being Sought 
In Marder Case 


New Development in 
Camp Grant Mystery 
Implicates Four Troop- 
ers Who Escaped Guard- 
house. 


Camp Grant, Ill., June 16.—Inves- 
tigation of the fatal shooting of 
Mrs. Maude Lucile Moss, wiie otf 
Captain Leroy H. Moss, at Camp 
Grant, last night, took a new turn 
today, when camp and civil author- 
ities, armed with rifles, began a 
hunt for four soldiers who escaped 
from the guard hovse yesterday. 

One of the four has faced a court- 
martial three times on charges pre- 
ferred by Captain Moss, _intelli- 
gence oficers said. 

Indication that an escape had 
been pre-arranged came to light 
when the authorities learned a car 
had been stolen at Davig Junction, 
just south of the cam not far 
from where the shooting occurred. 

According to report from Mount 
Morris, Ogle county, four soldiers 
diove into that village early tuiay, 
tried to buy gasoline and when the 
garage men declined to sell it, 
abandoned their machine 

That Mrs. Moss had been shot was 
not khrown until the automobile in 
which she was riding with her hus- 
band and four friends had gone a 
half mile. The party had just passed 
the small group of soldiers, it was 
said, when a sharp report was heard. 
The motor party later recalled that 
they had thought it was a misfire 
of the motor. Striking a bump in 
the road, Mrs. Moss, who had been 
asleep on the rear seat, wedged be- 
tween Mr. and Mrs, William V. Mc- 
Creight, slumped forward. Mr. and 
Mrs. McCreight, believing Mrs. 
Moss still was asleep when she 
failed to recover, her position, put 
out their arms to aid her, and it was 
found only then that she had been 
wounded. 

Captain Moss, who was driving. 
rushed to the camp base hospital, 
but Mrs. Moss died a short time after 
reaching there. 

Captain Moss said he believed tke 
shooting was accidental.

The foreigners 
in the town escaped to Pingsiang. 

Chang Sha, capital of the  pro- 
vince of Hu-Nan on the Slang- 
Kiang river, has been occupied by 
troops of the southern Chinese re- 
public. Northern -+troops offered 
little resistance to the advance of 
the southerners. 

Missionary Since 1902. 

Philadelphia, June 16.—Dr. Rei- 
mert was sent to the Reformed mis- 
sionary field in China in 1902. At 
the time of his death he was serv- 
ing as acting president of Huping 
college at Yo-Chow. His home was 
in New Tripoli, Lehigh county,’ 
Pennsylvania. He was 44 years old 
and was a graduate of Ursinus col- 
lege. He is survived by a widow 
and four children. The oldest child, 
William, is a student at Mercers- 
burg academy. Mrs. Reimert and 
the other three children were with 
Dr. Reimert at Yo-Chow. They 
were expected home shortly as Dr. 
Reimert had been granted a fur- 
lough.

SITUATION REGARDED 
AS VERY SIGNIFICANT 


‘Announcement Implies 
Nominee Will Ascertain 
Views of All Leaders of 
the Republican Party. 


Washington, June 16.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Plans for bring- 
ing Senator Harding, the republican 
presidential nominee, into closer 
touch with party leaders, particu- 
larly those of the progressive wing, 
were discussed today at a lengthy 
conference which the’senator had 
with Walter F. Brown, of Toledo.

In this, he is said to 
have been opposed by General d’Es- 
perey, who insisted that since he 
was commander of the allied forces 
In the Near East, General Milne was 
answerable to his authority. 
Conflict between these points of 
view, the advices say, Was responsi- 
ble for the Tecall of General] d’is- 
perey. 


Famous Hun Raider 
Offered for Sale 
By Shipping Board 


Washington, June 16.—One of 
the famous German commerce raid- 
ers, the Prince Bitel Frederich, 
which took refuge in Hampton 


Roads during the early months of 


the war, is to be offered for sale 
by the shipping board on June 30. 
This vessel is now named the 
DeKalb, and is in the Hudson river. 


As in the case of the giant liner 
Leviathan, which is to be offered 
on the same day, sealed proposals 
for the DeKalb will be received. A 
certified check for 10 per cent of 
the bid price must accompany the 
tender and the purchaser must pay 
10 per cent cash and the balance in 
installments over a period of ten 


The DeKalb is of 8,200 dead- 
weight tons, with a speed of 15 
knots, and was built In Germany in 
1904. She is offered for sale “as is 
and here is.” 

Announcement of the offer of the 
DeKalb for sale by means of com- 
petitive bidding was taken by of- 
ficials-of the board today to mean 
that the remainder of the fleet of 
former German passenger ships 
taken over by the government dar- 
ing the war would be disposed of 
in the same manner. Exclusive of 
fifteen of the liners chartered to 
the United ies Mail company 
and the two sels already offer- 
ed for sale. twelve liners, agere- 
gating 120,000 deadweight tons, still 
remain to be disposed of by the 
board.

In Booze Quarrel 


Hanover, N, H., June 16.—A stu- 
dent quarrel over whisky early to- | 
day resulted in the killing of Henry 
E. Maroney, of Medford, Masg., a 
senior at Dartmouth college, and 
the arrest of Robert T. Meads, of 
LaGrange, Ill, a junior, charged 
with his murder. : 

Meads fled after the shooting, 
which occurred at Maroney’s rooms 
in the Theta Delta Chi fraternity | 
nouse, While a posse of gtudents 
were searching for him he walked 
12 miles to Mascoma Station and 
boarded a train for Boston. He was 
captured on the train by Sheriff 
Murray, who took from him ar 
automatic pistol and obtained @ 
confession, in which Meads claim- 
ed he fired in self-defenge, 

When arraigned here before 
Judge Burton on the murder 
charge, Meads waiyed examination 
and was held without bail for the 
September grand jury. He wa 
taken to the county jail. He ap- 
nounced that his defense would he 
directed by his father, A. H. Meads, 
of Chicago, who is an attorney. 

Story Told by Roommate. 

The story told to County Solicitor 
John H. Newton by Harold W. 
Whittaker, of Somerville, Mass., 
Maroney’s roommate, was regarded 
as the most direct account of what 
happened. ‘Whittaker and Maroney 
went to Meads’ room in North 
Massachusetts hall to purchase 4 
quart of whisky, he said. They of- 
fered him $8. Finally he agreed to 
sell them a pint for that price, and 
had gone to get it, Whittaker said, 
when Maroney picked up a partly- 
filled quart bottle, passed it to 
Whitaker and told him to take it 
away. 

Whittaker jumped from the win- 
dow to the ground, 12 feet below, 
and as Maroney followed, Meads 
fired three shots after them. Neith- 
er of the men was hit, ang they 
thought it was an attempt to 
frighten them. 

Maroney and Whittaker then went 
to their rooms at the Fraternity 
house and prepared to go to bed. 
They had not touched the liquor, he 
said. 

Shortly afterwards, Meads entered 
their rooms. Maroney was in the 
bath roam. Meads gat down at 
Maroney's desk. When Maroney 
came out of the bath room, accord- 
ing to Whittaker’s’ story, he ap- 
proached Meads. Meads reached 
across the desk, pressed his pistol 
against Maroney’s side and fired. No 
word was exchanged between the 
men, Whittaker said. Maroney died 
almost instantly, shot through the 
heart. 

Slayer Flees on Train. 

Meads ordered Whittaker, the lat- 
ter told the officials, to “get out of 
here, or I'll do the same to you,” 
As Whittaker started to leave by one 
door, Meads backed out of another, 
covering hig retreat with his pistal. 
Two other students, James C. Chil- 
cutt, of Bangor, Maine, and Clifford 
F. Hart, of Brooklyn, N. Y., arauesd 


by the shot rushed out of their 
rooms, but not catch 


eads. 

In his flight, Meads was joined hy 
Erwin T. Weis, of Hull, Ala., who, 
when questioned later, said he knéw 
there had been a shooting, but did 
not know the nature of it, andd 
sought only to aid his classmate in 
what he thought was a trivial

Meads was involved in a fatal 
shooting ofa fellaw freshman named 
Arnold during his first year at cal- 
lege, a shotgun being discharged 
while they were examining it. Be- 
fore his death Arnold madé a signed 
statement that it was an accident.

Mr. Frank announced yesterday that the Little Rock club has until 
noon today to decide whether or not they will abide by the ultimatum 
und keep Smith out of uniform. Otherwise, the gates will not open 
this afternoon for the first game of the series between the Travelers 
and the Crackers. Mr. Frank stated that he was guided in his action 


by a desire to save baseball in Atlanta, and that he was willing to 


stand the financial loss if he could only manage to protect the fans 
of this city from having to see undesirable players in action. 
In this connection, Charlie Frank is but blazing the trail for others 


of the Southern league to follow. When it was first announced that 


the Little Rock club had signed Casey Smith, the scribes of the circuit, 
led by Colonel Cluke, sporting editor of The New Orleans States, con- 
demned the action of President Allen and his associates for risking the 
reputation of the Southern league by taking on players that were under 
suspicion in another association of organized baseball. 

It is a compliment to Charlie Frank’s regard for the pastime that 
he is willing to sacrifice personal gain to protect the fans of this city, 


and it is certain that his ultimatum will be received with pleasure 


througbout the circuit. 
If Kid Elberfeld is obdurate, there is a strong possibility that there 
will be no game this afternoon. President Frank is on the right track 


to a solution of the problem that vitally concerns every club and every 


fan in Dixie’s largest baseball organization, and the definite manner in 
which the directors of the local club have gone after the matter is cer- 
tain to have tke desired result. 

As it stands just now, unless the Travelers agree to keep Smith 
out of uniform, the Atlanta club will utterly ignore the presegce of the 
Little Rock club in the Southern league. The outfit will play the 
other teams as usual, but the games with Little Rock are tentative 
blanks on the Crackers’ schedule.

WAR RISK INSURANCE 


REINSTATEMENT URGED 


Washington, June 16.—Forme?> 
soldiers and sailors who have al- 
lowed their war risk insurance to 
lapse since their discharge from the 
service would do well fo reinstate 
it before July 1, in the view of the 
war risk bureau officials, expressed 
here. 

Men who have been discharged 
Since January 1, 1919, can have their 
lapsed insurance reinstated by the 
mere payment of two monthly pre- 
miums, and stating in their applica- 
tions that they are in as good 
health as they ‘were at the time 
of their demobilization. 

After July 1, however, the chances 
are that the reinstatement, due to 
a number of changes in administra- 
tion and to changes affected by leg- 
islative appropriations, will be much 
more difficult to effect. It is like- 
ly that the ex-soldier or sailor de- 
siring to resume his government in- 
Surance will have to go to the trou- 
bl eamd expense of securin a 
puysician's examination and state- 
ment of hig health before his re- 
instatement application will be 
granted. 

Yeterans of the war may either 
reinstate their war risk or “term” 
smsurance, paying the same monthly 
premiums for it as they did in the 
army or navy, or they may convert 
it inte any one of the ordinary 
forms of ‘ife insurance. “Term” in- 
Surance, reinstated now, will hold 
good until five years after the sign- 
ing of peace. 

Today the war risk bureau has, 
in round numbers, 859,000 policies 
of fermer service men and women 
in force. Of these, about 700,000 are 
“term” insurance, and about 150,- 
000 are cdnverted policies.

Harvest is under way in 
eastern North Carolina and some 
wheat is ready to cur tn Tennessee, 
according to the bulletin, while 
farther west harvest is progressing 
rapidly in southern Oklahoma. 

The agricultural department re- 
ports that spring wheat made a 
good advance in nearly all por- 
tions of the belt and that the 
weather was generally favorable 
for oats, rye and barley, except in 
° few localities where it was too 

ry. 
The weather favorably affected 
rice in Texas, according to the re- 
port, and the crop made excellent 
advance in the lower Mississippi 
valley, while it is much improved 
in Georgia. 

Potatoes generally did well 
throughout the country, and ship- 
ments wer eactive from parts of 
the middle and South Atlantic coast 
regions. Sweet potato setting con- 
tinues and the crop is making good 
progress, the bulletin stated. 

“Truck needs rain in parts of 
the middle and South Atlantic coast 
sections,” the bulletin said. “Mel- 
ons were considerably improved by 
the weather of the week in Georgia, 
but in Florida the crop is badly 
spotted, although in fair to good 
condition.” 

Tobacco harvest has commenced 
in Florida, according to the depart- 
ment’s report, and the crop did well 
in Tennessee. Sugar cane and pea- 
nuts were favorably affected by the 
weather of the week, which also 
proved beneficial to pastures and 
meadows. Hay crops and grasses 
need rain in some sections of the 
southeastern states.

| dorsing the Atlanta Community 
/ Service in its entirety, and $2,310 
in advance subscriptions was 


raised. 

The meeting was presided over 
by A. M. Smith, and A. R. Wel- 
lington, from the National Com- 
munity Service headquarters, ad- 


dressed the meeting on the na- 
tional aspects of the work, tell- 
ing of the work done in other 
cities and the co-operation to be 
expected from the national organi- 
zation. Talks were also made by 
Albert Paumberger, local organizer, 
and Jack Wilson, who has general 
supervision of the athletic activities 
of the service. 
Campaign Indorsed,. 


Indorsement of the campaign has 
been given by.the state and city 
governments, by the Presidents’ 
club, the city planning commission, 
the chamber of commerce, the min- 
isters of the city, the American Le- 
gion, and practically every one of 
the ciyic organizations of the city. 

In a letter of appreciation at Mr.

At present, it looks 
as though somebody had furgotten 
to drop in a cake of yeast and that

ried greater kicking power than the 
so-called political conference. 
Between golf games and strenu- 
ous periods of resting beneath big 
shade trees, poliMics bobs up, all of 
the principals bein&Apoliticians. But 
in so far as anything tanbible is 


concerned,.on which speculation on 
a coalition could be based. it simply 
doesn’t exist. Taking the “confer- 
ence,’ therefore, on its face value, 
as a meeting of state leaders in 
which some opinions are being ex- 
pressed, these facts are apparent: 
Facts of Conference. 


1. William G. McAdoo ain't gota 
friend in the wide, wide world as 
far as French Lick is concerned. 

2. Governor Cox, of Ohio, stands 
fairly well ‘in French Lick society. 

3. McAdoo'’may not have any 
friends, but he is a national hero 
as comparedg to the administration, 
as far as Tammany is concerned. 

4. There’s a yearning for a “wet” 
plank in the democratic platform 
that the French Lick sojourners 
have not yer quite found a means 
of expressing. 

5. It’s Tammany’s idea in going 
into the convention to beat the ad- 
ministration, above everything eise.

A candidate that is now or was 
formerly connected with the Wil- 
son administration would have to 
become a defender of the admin- 
istration, it is figured, and the pol- 
iticilans who are bounding golf 
balls and drinking smelly water 
are not doing it in preparation for 
a defensive campaign. They want 
to take the offensive. 

Candidates Eliminated. 


This line of reasoning immediate- 
ly eliminates McAdoo first. because 
he was such a prominent figure 
in the Wilson administration that 
it is felt he would certainly be 


one of its staunchest defenders. 


New York's idea would be to keep 
the field intact just as long as pos- 
sible and thus demonstrate that it 
is impossible to nominate McAdoo.

00,000 SPANISH WAR 
VETERANS GET PENSION 


Washington, June 16.—Fifty thou- 
sand Spanish-American war veter- 
ans will be added to thes pension 
ro:‘ls as the result of the Sells bill 
passed by congress just before ad- 
journment, according to the esti- 
mate made by Gaylord M. Saltzga- 
ber, commissioner of pensioins. 

The law provides pensions rang- 
ing from $12 to $30 a month for 
vclerans 62 years or more, as well 
as ch artier enon: for disability. 
which are” eases over previous 
allowances. 

There were 312,000 men wh» 
Served in- the Spanish-American 
war for 90 days or more. The es- 
timate of 50,000 is based on a com- 
perison of pension applications 
made pdy civil war veterans when 
congress provided for their age pen- 
sions in 1890. 

As the result of legislation by 
the last congress, t pension bu- 
reau has taken — "ease of life. 
The new work ints. preparation 
for the applications of the Spanish 
war veterans, and the carrying out 
of the provisions of the civil serv- 
ice retirement law, under which 6,- 
000 covernment. employees become 
elicible for pensions immediately. 

There are nearly 800,000 persons 
now on the government pension 
rolls. Of this number 190,000 are 
drawing compensation as the re- 
sult of disabilities recived in the 
world war. The w risk insurance 
bureau handled allfhese cases. 

Civil war pensioners number 346.- 
600 and their dependents. mostiy 
widows, number 291,000. There are 
30.600 Spanish-American war vet- 
erans and their dependents already 
drawing vensions and 30,000 disa- 
bled rervlar army soldi and de- 
pendents, 

There remain 8&1 widows of vet- 
erans of the war of 1812: there are 
215 survivors of the Mexican war 
and 6,000 Indian war veterans and 
Cevenderts who rece!ve pensions.’ 

During the present fiscal year, the 
pension hureau expenditures totaled 
$215,C00.6C0. Next vear the amount 
will be close to $300,000,000.
